EXTENDED LIB. HOURS 



The Library hours have been 
somewhat shorter this year than 
in years past. As exams ap- 
proached students were start- 
ing to feel the pinch of early 
evening closing, and limited 
weekend availability of the li- 
brary facilities. 

However, the Library Com- 
mittee has managed to obtain 
extended library hours for the 
pre-exam period now and in 
April. The new hours are as 
follows : 

Monday - Friday 9.00 a.m. - 
11.00 p.m. 

(no services after 10.00 p.m.) 

Saturday 9.00 a.m. - 5.00 p.m. 

Sunday 2.00 p.m. - 5.00 p.m. 

These hours are in effect un- 
til December 18, 1970 and from 
March 15, 1971 to April 30, 
1971. If the Library is not used 
sufficiently, these extended 
hours may be recinded. 

In the past there has been 
some uncertainty as to the 
rights of Macdonald students in 
the McGill Ubraries. The fol- 
lowing excerpt from Macdonald 
College Library Information 
Bulletin no. 64 may help clear 
this up. 

Macdonald College Student 
Privileges in McGill 
Libraries 

In general, all McGill stu- 
dents including those at Mac- 
donald College are entitled to 
use any McGill University Li- 
brary. However, each student 
has a primary Ubrary which 
should answer most of his needs. 
Should he require material in 
another library except the Main 
Universitv one. that is. McLen- 



nan, he is required to bring a 
request signed by the Librarian 
of his primary library. There 
are blank request forms for this 
at our main circulation desk. 
Or, the Librarian may make ar- 
rangements by telephone in- 
stead of signing a request form. 

Medical Library 

1- All graduate students in 
the animal sciences have bor- 
rowing and consulting privileges 
in this library. 

2- Undergraduates in courses 
where the whole class will be 
needing to use the material in 
this library have the same priv- 
ileges. Therefore all students 
in 421a, 530b and 621 may bor- 
row and use this library. 

3- Should an undergraduate 
not in such a course or not re- 
ferred by the Librarian come to 
this library, he will not be turn- 
ed away. However, if he/she 
wants to borrow or use this 
library regularly we would want 
to know why the material he 
needs is here and not at Mac- 
donald. his primary library. For 
this reason he would be asked 
to get a referral slip from the 
Librarian of his primary li- 
brary." 

Staff and students of Mac- 
donald College should always 
carry their I.D. cards when they 
wish to use a McGill Library. 

Undergraduate students have 
reading room privileges in the 
McLennan Library but may not 
borrow. Students in Agr. IV who 
take courses on the McGill 
Campus and also Graduate stu- 
dents have borrowing privileges 
of three and eight books /period 
respectively.

East Pakistan Relief 



this Week 



A special meeting of Student's 
Council was held Nov. 18 to dis- 
cuss Mac athletics. Director of 
Athletics, Bryan Murray, along 
with members of MAA and WAA 
presented the financial situation to 
council. Last year's operating cost 
was $37,500 with intercollegiate 
and intramural sports amounting 
to $34,000. The projected total 
cost for the programme next year 
is between $34,000 and $35,000, 
with a deficit of $16,000. Last 
year's deficit was $12,000. 

One significant area of this def- 
icit was the maintenance of the 
hockey rink. Mr. Murray claimed 
that there would be little advantage 
in dropping intercollegiate sports 
for the sake of the rink deficit, 
since the cost of maintaining it 
would remain, with or without the 
intercollegiate programme. He 
added that a new league is being

formed comprised of colleges 
within the province. This would 
greatly cut down on travelling ex- 
penses. 

One rather interesting point was 
brought forward in the way of a 
comparison between intercollegiate 
football for McGill and Macdonald. 
The approximate costs are $5,000 
fci Macdonald and $100,000 for 
McGill. Up to 1962, Student's 
Council ran the athletics pro- 
gramme on its own and since that 
time our sports fee ($11.00 per 
student) has gone to the McGill 
coffers. Council discussed the 
possibilities of retaining this fee 
as before. Allan Wright presented 
the preliminary results for the 
questionnaire on athletics which 
ndicated that a significant major- 
ity of the student body are in favor 
of supporting athletics by an in-

They moved 
that the Athletics Board present 
their revised budget to the McGill 
Senate, requesting $16,000 to cover 
their intramural and intercolle- 
giate programme.

A group of student volunteers 
was organized a week ago at 
Macdonald College by students 
from West Pakistan, New Zeal- 
and, and the Middle East for. 
the purpose of sending donations 
of money and clothing to the 
victims of the recent floods 
and tidal wave in East Pakistan. 

The group is affiliated with 
the McGill organization of East 
Pakistan Relief Fund, 3480 Mc- 
Tavish Street, Montreal 110, 
Quebec, which was formed five 
days ago with a nucleus of about 
50 people. McGill students and 
staff, and city people are cor- 
relating with the program and 
contacts have been made with 
the army and air force. The 
group plans to aid East Pakis- 
tan with $2,000,000 worth of 
donations in money, clothing, 
and blankets. Macdonald Col- 
lege has collected over $300.00 
in the past few days. Donations 
have been received from P.G. 
S.S., West Indian Student s So- 
ciety and individual students 
and staff members. 

At a meeting on Saturday 



which was attended by members 
of the Macdonald committee, 
today has been designated as 
"East Pakistan Day'' in Mont- 
real. One thousand volunteers 
are needed to campaign from 
house to house as well as from 
offices and industries. Volun- 
teers from Macdonald are need- 
ed to collect donations from the 
West Island. 

Macdonald has requested, and 
subsequently been selected as 
one of several depots to collect 
and store donated articles until 
they are collected by army 
trucks and dispatched from 
Trenton Air Base. The Cana- 
dian Air Force has supplied 
planes for the transportation of 
the clothes to East Pakistan in 
twelve runs. The Centennial 
Centre Desk will receive dona- 
tions of clothing and money. 

Funds are being channelled 
through the Canadian Red Cross. 
The Red Cross will issue tem- 
porary receipts for any money 
donated and receipts for in- 
come tax purposes will later 
be issued by them.

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Stormy Weather 
Radar at Mac 



The November, 1967 hoisting 
aloft of the thirty-foot radar an- 
tenna onto the eighty-foot tower 
in the Arboretum was a significant 
event in the history of radar me- 
teorology, for this radar installa- 
tion proves to be one of the finest 
in the world. 

The appearance of this landmark 
on the skyline must surely raise 
questions in the minds of the curi- 
ous: How does it work, and what is 
it for? 

The principle of radar is simi- 
lar to that of marine echo-sound- 
ing, or sound-ranging using sonar. 
A ship at sea can locate the ocean 
floor, or a school of fish, or a 
submarine, by transmitting an un- 
derwater noise and Ustening for an 
echo. By noting the time interval 
between the original noise and the 
return of the echo, the distance to 
the "target" can be measured. 

Radar operates in somewhat the 
same way. A radio transmitter 
emits a powerful but shortlived 
burst of energy, which is directed 
outwards in a very narrow beam, 
concentrated by means of a suitable 
antenna. Upon striking a target 
such as an aircraft, or rain, hail 
or snow, some very small fraction 
of this energy is "bounced" back 
towards the radar. Acting as a re- 
ceiver now, the radar antenna in- 
tercepts this returning energy, am- 
plifies it, and measures the time 
interval between the emission of 
the energy and its return. This 
time interval is converted into 
miles of range, and is displayed in 
some suitable manner down in the 
control room. This sequence of 
emitting energy, "listening" for 
the returning echo, converting time 
into distance, and displaying the 
information in some suitable form 
is performed thousands of times 
each second by the radar.

While this rapid and complex 
sequence is going on, the antenna 
rotates in azimuth, looking in a 
very slightly different direction 
during each sequence. Thus radar 
determines not only how fai away 
a target is, but also in what Erec- 
tion. These items of infonxiistion 
are usually displayed in the form 
of a map on which appear, in their 
proper positions, all the targets 
within radar range. With the radar 
operating continuously, the map 
changes with time, and one can 
follow or track the various targets, 
or "echoes". 

Not only does the antenna rotate 
in azimuth, but it can also be tilt- 
ed. So the atmosphere can be prob- 
ed to great heights, maps can be 
derived showing the echoes at dif- 
ferent levels, and hence the three- 
dimensional picture and its changes 
with time can be deduced. 

The usefulness of the radar de- 
pends to a considerable extent on 
the wavelength of the radiation 
which the antenna emits. If the 
wavelength is very short (say one 
centimetre), much of the energy 
will be absorbed or attenuated by a 
nearby target, thus rendering the 
radar bUnd to another target be- 
hind. However, this is not the case 
at longer wavelengths, and the Ar- 
boretum radar, having a wavelength 
of ten centimetres, is not expected 
to suffer from this difficulty. A 
large antenna (and this radar has 
a thirty-foot one) is necessary so 
that the emitted energy is sent out 
in a narrow pencil-beam, rather 
like the intense beam from a light- 
bouse. The narrower the beam, the 
more precisely can a target be 
pinpointed and its dimensions mea- 
sured. The antenna will be housed 
within a globular radome, which 
will protect it from high winds and 
adverse local weather, but will not

affect significally the p^sage of 
the radio-waves. 

Much useful information can be 
gleaned from the actual amount of 
power which returns to the radar 
from a target. This shows itself as 
variations in intensity or brilliance 
on the display. The more brilliant 
the echo, the larger and more nu- 
merous are the particles which 
make up the target. Specifically, 
the intensity of radar echoes from 
rain, snow or hail can be interpret- 
ed quantitatively in terms of the 
precipitation rate, or of the amount 
of water in the target contained in 
the form of water drops or ice par- 
ticles. Thus, radar is a quantitative 
tool for the meteorologist. It can 
be used as a super rain-gauge, 
measuring precipitation over ex- 
tensive areas. It can be used as a 
short-period forecasting tool, since 
it shows all precipitation in the 
area, its motion and its ' develop- 
ment. It provides an excellent re- 
search tool for studies of the phys- 
ical processes involved in the ini- 
tiation and growth of rain, hail and 
snow. The Stormy Weather Group 
of McGill University has lone been 
a world leader in such research. 

In addition to its local activities, 
the Group also participates in a 
summer hailstorm research pro- 
gram in central Alberta where, 
this summer, another new and so- 
phisticated radar was used for the 
first time.

He is finally getting some of 
the recognition he deserves, but 
you'll still see him seconding 
a performance storming one of 
his "pupils" who happened to 
make it onto the top 40. There 
are many others, who ever 
hears about Robert Johnson, 
Willie Dixon, or Skip James? 
These are the blues singers, 
and where would Elvis and 
Chuck Berry be without them? 
Where would rock be without 
these two and their contempo- 
raries, the Beatles included? 

It seems that rock music has 
gone too far when a full ar- 
rangement of strings and brass 
is needed to fill in the large 
gaps in a seconded song and 
electronic wizardry replaces 
musicianship. "Roots " may be 
a backyard phrase, but if the 
older-style musicians got a lit- 
tle, exposure certainly no harm 
would be done.

He 
didn't start the motor but let 
out highs follow us down the hill 
toward the stream which mark- 
ed the valley. He was shaking 
so much that we began to laugh.

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Banting Lecture 



On Monday, November 16, 
1970, Macdonald College was 
honoured by the visit of Mr. Al- 
bert A. Thronbrough, President 
of Massey-Ferguson Limited. 
Invited as one of the speakers 
in the Banting lectures in Agri- 
cultural and Environmental 
Engineering" series, he pre- 
sented a seniinar titled **The 
Education of Engineers for Ca- 
nadian Industry/' 

During his opening remarks 
Mr. Thornbrough praised Mac- 
donald for its contribution to 
agricultural engineering in the 
area of hydrology. He proceed- 
ed on a discussion of the role of 
the University in the training 
of engineers and applied scien- 
tists for the Canadian manu- 
facturing industry. He noted 
with alarm the division between 
the arts and the sciences. Mr. 
Thronbrough suggested that 
there must be more interlock- 
ing of the two fields in the basic 
University program so that 
the skilled men and women who 
graduate from our universities 
can understand the complexities 
and propose solutions to some of 
our most intractable social 
problems. To achieve this aim, 
he suggested that the role of 
education must be to develop an 
innate curiosity and self-moti- 
vated investigation. 

The seminar was concluded 
with a question and answer pe- 
riod. One of the questions of 
interest which arose was con- 
cerning whether Mr. Thorn- 
brough thought that the present 
course in Agriculture, which 
contain some sociological 
courses combined with he ap- 
phed sciences, would be pre- 
ferred by employers rather 
than those students who had 
studied only the applied sci- 
ences. Mr. Thornbrough' s reply

Hie Macdonald Basketball Clans- 
men travelled to Kingston last 
week-end and returned with one 
win and one loss. On Friday night 
they combined a tight, cohesive de- 
fence with a good offence to de- 
feat the RMC hoopsters 63-59. 
After a close, evenly matched first 
half, RMC held the lead 29-26. But 
in the beginning of the second half, 
Mac stormed out with a tough and 
very effective zone defence which 
caused their opponent's offence to 
make many mistakes. Mac took 
advantage of RMCs mistakes and 
turnovers and built up a sizeable 
lead. RMC started a rally in the 
last minutes but the Clansmen hung 
on and left the floor with their 
first league victory. Although com- 
p]€tely outranked in height, Mac, 
led by 6'3" Chris Hunter, pulled 
down more rebounds than RMC. 
Dave Algar was Mac's top scorer 
with 17 points while Jim Guild 
netted 16. 

On Saturday, November 21. Mac 
jist couldn't make their offence 
click as they bowed to RMC 46 - 
32. The game featured tough de- 
fences and a throughly disorgan- 
ized Green and Gold offence. The 
ball just wouldn't cooperate and 
drop into the basket. The team 
didn't set up their offensive pat- 
terns and they gave the ball away 
on too many occasions. The Clans- 
men rallied near the end of the 
first half and the score at half- 
time was 22 - 19 in favour of RMC.

Mac was mur- 
dered on the foul line as Albany 
Pharmacy scored 32 points on foul 
shots, three Qansmen fouled out 
and many were near fouling out.
